Investigations Under Way.

the wreck. Representatives of the in- 
terstate commerce -commission, util- 
ities commission of Ohio, and various

tions in Cleveland and other points in 
the vicinity of the wreck. 
Coroner Charles Garver of borruin 
county, planned to begin an inquest at 
Elryla into the death of the wreck 
victims, and the causes leading there- 
to.The question of whether the so-call- 
ed "death coach" on train No. 86 was 
of modern steel construction, as claim- 
ed by the New York Central officials, 
or was mainly of wood construction, 
promises to 'be an important feature of 
investigation.

sage of the Underwood bill was shown

COMMISSION REPORT 


ON RATES EXPECTED 


State Railroad Commission to Make 


Rate Report to the Board of 


Public Works. 


Within a reasonable length.of time, 
the city is expecting 
the Wisconsin 
railroad commission to submit their 
findings to the board of public works 
for the reduction of the water rates to 
take effect at least by July first. The 
railroad commission is at the present 
time considering the report made to 
them by the rate expert, who exam- 
ined the books of the water depart- 
ment and the commission's duties is 
to determine how much and how, .the 
rates can be lowered without any dan- 
ger of the water department being 
operated at a loss. 
The city commission submitted a 
change, which they hope the state offi- 
cials will approve of . Under the pres- 
ent rates the minimum meter rate for 
ten dollars is 956 cubic feet of water. 
A cubic foot is seven and one-half gal- 
lons: of water. The change desired by 
the city council is to have a minimum 
rate of allowing one thousand cubic 
feet of water for eight dollars, so as to 
eliminate the flat rate schedule a» i 
much as possible in the city and afford 
the patrons a much cheaper way of 
obtaining water. 


Mayor Fathers and Councilman. Roy 
Cummings, this morning stated that 
the board of public works were plan- 
ning to put the new rates in at least 
by July first, as this is the end of ihe 
fiscal year in the department books.

WHEN 
ANTISE 


Antiseptics, as such, 
have 
been 
•used for more than fifty years. We 
are now in a position to know some- 
thing of their value, and also of their 
shortcomings. Chiefly we know their 
shortcomings. 
In general they are 
either useless or harmful for promis- 
cuous 
application. 
Comparatively 
few wounds, for instance, require an- 
tiseptic treatment, and then the anti- 
septic must be used just once. There 
is no really good practical reason for 
applying antiseptics to a wound, burn 
or ulcer every day. It is done, yes. 
But. a great many things are done, 
both by doctors and by the layman, 
from force of habit rather than any- 
thing el?e. 
It is now the universal custom, in 
clinics 
and 
hospitals, 
to employ 
asepsis instead of antisepsis. 
That 
means simple cleanliness, 
absolute 
cleanliness, 
rather 
than 
chemical 
germicides. 
Asepsis has displaced 
antisepsis because it has been found 
so ni'jh cbetter. Antiseptic or germ- 
'icidal applications have been found 
to delay and prevent healing, since 
they destroy or inhibit the growth of 
new tissue cells even more readily 
then they prevent bacterial growth in 
.the wound. 
Therefore it is a mistake and per- 
haps a serious mistake, to apply an- 
tiseptics to simple abrasions, cuts or 
minor wounds every day. There may 
be no harm or perhaps some benefit 
in one preliminary swabbing of the 
wound with ordinary 
tincture 
of 
iodine ( I " . S. P.), diluted with 
an 
.equal amount of grain alcohol. B'lt 
,:the after-troatment had 
better 
be 
'aseptic—surgic'ally 
clean-—and 
not 
.antiseptic. 
The idea is, once the 
wound is gc>rm-free, to keep it so by 
protecting it from contact with any- 
thing which is not absolutely clean. 
. That is much better than applying 
dirty salves, "rigs," court plaster or 
unsterilized bandages, and trusting to 


PTICS DO HARM 
subse_quent applications of germicidal 
chemicals to prevent blood poisnoing. 
Similar reasons 
apply 
in 
the 
toilet of the mouth. The best den- 
tists 
assert that antiseptic tooth 
pastes or powders favor decay of the 
teeth and 
infection of the gums by 
weakening or destroying the nutually 
protective mucous lining of the oral 
caviay. The dentifrice should be but 
weakly antiseptic, if at all, and at 
that the dentist or physician should 
decide. 


In efforts to treat the nasal cavity 
it is almost invariably wise to avoid 
anything of an antiseptic nature and 
rely unon purely mechanical cleans- 
ing. Of course you will read glowing 
descriptions of the "germicidal" pow- 
ders of various nostrums, but take it 
from the doctor, any germicide which 
will really discourage the germs in 
the body or in the body cavities, is 
pretty sure to do the individual more 
harm than good.

GEL/>-'N BEATS STARCH 
Gelatin makes an excellent starch 
for black, navy blue or any dark wasn 
gooas, leaving it 
without 
streaks. 
Pour one quart of boiling water over 
one teaspoon of any shredded or pul- 
vreized gelatin which has been soak- 
ed in a little cold water.

Skim off the dry 
suds, stir in the ammonia, bottle and 
cpk at onco.

THE TABLE 
Clam Bisque 
(new)—Four 
large 
clams, three cups milk,' one table- 
spoon butter, one tablepoon flour one- 
half teaspoon grated onion, one-half 
teaspoon salt, dash cayenne penner, 
dash paprika, one teaspoon choked 
parsley. 
Put milk on stove in top of 
double boiler. As soon as it boils 
add clams, which have been rinsed

Fry meat 
brown on one side, then turn on other 
When this has browned on both sides 
coyer meat with boiling water; cook 
this slowly for about one and one- 
half hours. Be sure and keep water 
on it (this water must be hot).

ket, or why this shortage exists, and 
perhaps a few words of information 
of what causes this will help the con- 
dition. In the first place, Sweden has 
placed an- embargo upon the exporta- 
tion of sulphite pulp. This is a fiber 
made from cooked wood, which we 
use in the manufacture of paper, and 
it amounts 'to about 40 per cent ot our 
fiber. This fiber at the present time 
is largely going to Germany, to be 
used as a substitute for cotton, with- 
out which they would be unable to 
manufacture explosives. 


Demand for Soft Rags, 
"Second, the rags 'that we use in this 
country 
to 
manufacture paper are 
largely imported £rom the countries 
now engaged in war. but there is a 
great shortage in this line and prac- 
ticafly none is coming to this country. 
The reason is-this: Many men who 
formerly wore overalls and the cotton 
shirt are today wearing military uni- 
forms made of wool, and when they 
are through with the garments they 
are burned. All of the soft rags that 
can be had are used to bandage the 
wounded. 
"Something has been done to take 
the place of this fiber. In addition to 
the demand at home, South America 
is looking to us for paper. Heretofore 
Germany has supplied 
this market.

Mexico Is As Big As the Five 


Largest States In This Nation 


Washington, D. C., March 30—"Be- 
e5?s* became a Part 
of the 
states.-and the Mexican war 


„ ?eaJIy a roUl'on square miles 
. our territory, Mexico, then a Snan- 
ish colony, and the United States cov- 
eFe(l approximately 
equal areas of 
North America. Now the extent of 
Mexicoi-la less than one-fourth of mat 
of continental United States," says a 
bulletin just issued by the .National 
GeoerH.phtc -society --at- - Washington, 
in mis statement there is-given.some 
very Interesting figures which con- 
tract the present size'Of the-two coun- 
tries. 


"Mexico, however, still has terri- 
torial expanse nearly equal to the ag- 
gregate of France, Great Britain and 
Ireland, Germany, and 
Austria-Huu- 
gary, but its total area 
(767,000 
square miles) is less than that of our 
five largest states—Texas, California, 
-Montana, New Mexico and Arizona— 
combMed, all of these except Mon- 
tana having been a part of New Spain 
7o years ago. None of the 31 political 
subdivisions of Mexico.are as large 
as any one of the five states named 
but four Mexican states contiguous 
to the United States aggregate an ex- 
tent greater than that of 
Texas. 
Chihuahua,, the largest Mexican state, 
approximates in area (87,000 square 
miles) that of Utah, Sonera (77,000 
square miles) of Nebraska, Hoahuila 
63,000 square miles) of Georgia, and 
Durango (40,000 square 
miles) 
of 
Kentucky. Nine subdivisions of the 
United States (Including Alaska) are 
larger than Chihuahua, 15 of greater 
magnitude than Sonora and 32 larger 
than Durnago. The rugged and des- 
ert character of the Mexican border 
states supports sparse populations, 
except where mining exploitations and 


cities resulting therefrom have con- 
centrated settlement. 
"The mountainous ricige with lim- 
ited littorals, which as a narrow pen- 
insula extends southward about 750 
miles from the United Statee bound- 
ary, and separates the Gulf of Cali- 
fornia from the Pacific ocean, is not 
a state, but is recognized as the terri- 
tory of .Baja California, which in area 
(58,000 square miles closely approxi- 
mates that of Florida. The Gulf of 
California and th& shifting Colorado 
river practically isolate Baja Califor- 
nia from tho balance of the republic 
and, prevent overland communication 
with it. Tepic, on the Pacific coast 
(11,000 square miles), smaller than 
Maryland, and Quintana Roo, adjoin- 
ing Yucatan, are other territories-. 


"The United States ia adjacent to 
Mexico for 1,800 miles and for a dis- 
tance equal to that of St. Louis from 
New .York. 
The Rio Grande river 
forma the boundary. Except when In 
flood this river is apparently an un- 
important stream and readily crossed, 
for the normal flow Is well' utilized for 
irrigation in both countries; but It 
has carved in a part of its course 
canyons difficult of .exploration. The 
changes wrought by freshet 
which 
shift the channel have demanded the 
attention of an international commis- 
sion whose function was. to adjust a 
boundary along the Rio Grande to 
meet the varying conditions. 
The 
uncertainty of this is illustrated by a 
claim once under investigation that a 
portion of the Important city of El 
Paso, Texas, was Mexican soil. The 
remaining 700 miles of the Interna- 
tional boundary to the west separat- 
ing our neighbor republic from New 
Mexico, Arizona and California

CITY SCHOOL TEACHERS 


ARE 
PAID ON 
AVERAGE 


$60 TO $70 A MONTH

Madison, Wis., March 30.—-The av- 
erage teacher in the city schools of 
Wisconsin receives per month between 
$60 and $70. This is the statement 
made by State Superintendent C. P. 
Cary based on recent compilations of 
school statistics for Wisconsin. He 
says that of teachers in the 
grades, 
however, 46 percent, or nearly half 
the total number receive less than $60, 
while only 2 percent of men teaching 
in the grades; 2.5 percent of men in 
the high schools and 2 percent of wom- 
en in high school 
work receive less 
than ?.60 per month. Fifty percent of 
men teaching in the high school re- 
ceive over $110 a month and 72 per- 
cent J100 or over. Fifty-one percent of 
men teaching in grade positions re- 
ceive $100 or more, whereas 
only 2 
percent, of women In the grades arid 
14 percent of women In 
the 
high 
schools receive more than this amount. 
Tho taw required that no teacher 
be paid less than $40 per month. In 
the state it was found that 75 individ- 
uals nre earning less than this, but in 
almost all cases there were part-time 
teacherr or cadets in kindergartens 
or grades.
